Our 
Program Director screens applicants for financial assistance and 
monitors client progress in our education programs. 

We have visited local agencies, schools and libraries and left our 
brochures. We are working on new marketing materials and on 
forming more community partnerships to benefit our clients. We 
have also started a parenting blog on our website to bring 
awareness to our programs. 


The car seat program continues to be a very important part of 
our Learn & Earn Program. Clients are engaged in learning about 
car seat safety and must demonstrate their ability to safely secure 
their child and install the car seat in a vehicle. We have two
